Ox Tuesday the Court of Quarter Sessions of
our olty listaned to an sddress from the Dis-
triot Attorney, over which we ocannot but fee!
the kesnest shame and regrat, and in our
foelings we are sure we will be jolned by
every right-minded citizen. The ocoasion was
the return to the Conrt of a writ af habeas
corpus issued against Commodore Selfridge,
and upon which he had refused to produce the
body of an enlisted man. The return was in
no wige dizrespectful, but was couched in lan-
guage firm and courteens, in whioh the Com-
modore doubted the jurisdiction of the looal
court over offivers and enlisted men of the
United States. The question was one of juris-
diotlon. It was a legal question, and one on
which there is not only two gides, but the
side holding that the Court has no jurisdie-
tion has decidedly the most appearance of
legal truth. In nearly all the States of the
Union the exclusive cognizance of all
guch oases i3 vested in  the United
States Courts, and we cannot recall
another Htate in which such authority
is not recognized. Under such circumstances,
we would naturally expect the law officer
of the people to treat the case in that quiet,
argumentative, dignified manner which the
doubtful nature of the probable decision ren.
dered proper. On the contrary, however, wo
find Mr. William B. Mann delivering a speech
in the case of Commodore Selfridge and
Captain Brown which would have disgraced
the smallest pot-house politician's address to
A bar-room assembly. In begloning his
address, he uttered all the trite and empty
platitudes which have become sterreotyped in
a buncembe spesch. He talked of there
“belog no bayonet sharp enmough,’ or
no walls strong enough, to successfally
resist the execution of the law in
Pennsylvania. Then, getting warmed up
with his subject, he proveeds to call Captain
Brown “a whelp' and the Secrstary of the
Navy a “highwayman, ruflian, tyrant, and
blsekguard.” We have no personal feeling
in the matter, nor do we propose to speak
further of the merits of the case than to say
that both Commodore BSelfridge and Cap-
tain Brown are educated and honorable
men, and that the Secretary of the Navy is an
official of the United States Government, But
the propriety of such demonstrations doss not
depend on the character of the persons agains®
whom they are directed. We know of no
man, however low or despised, or loat to de-
cency or honor, on whom a high law officer
could with propriety heap such epithets as
did the Distriot Attorney. Self-respect, respecy
for the Court in which he spoke aund the
people whose cause he pleaded, should have
restrained Mr. Mann from thas descending into
the field of billingsgate. It surely esuld not
harm any one, and must only rebound on the
utlterer of such low denunciations.

The great need (a need which we feel more
and more, day by day) of our public men, is
the possession of that dignity and conrtesy
which should be attendant on office. The
holders of the places of trust and honor in
our land do not realize what is dus to their
official positions, and degrade their offices
and themselves by such lauguage as that of
the Distriot Attorney. How can we expect to
see the tone of the Bar elevated when its high-
@t officer thus rants and rages like a common
drayman, and that too in the very face of the
Court? The evil influence of snch an example
on the younger members of the profession
cannot be oaleulated, and the first effect is
found in the case of Mr. Hirst, Jr., yesterday,
who, following in the wake of his aaperior,
oalled the Commodore *‘a blackguard and a
rafisn,” But with such a precedent, why
should we blame the imitator?

It would seem as though both these lawyers
deemsd that a loud voios and violent adjeo-
tives give force to an address, and supply the
place of reason and deliberate logic. There
cam bo no greater error. The ears of the yul-
gar may be pleased with saoch denunociations,
but the judgment of thoss whose judgment
wlons is valuable will condemn the style and
the matter of the address, and easily see
through the invective, and decide on the
ml of the plea stripped of all epithets.

A Contrast.

Wr wero acoidentally among those whoe steod
on Chesnut street when Andrew Johnson made
his entry into our city; at the commencement
of his swinging-ronnd the-cirole tour, a little
more than a year ago. Small crowds of people
were gathered along the sidewalks, but there
was no cheering, no euthusisem, no waving of
banvers, and wild hozzas of the multitodes, It
was the silent rebuke of a great oity to a faith-
less public servant; and  Andrew Johnson felt
it keenly, a8 the fregquent subsequent ill-ua
tured allusions of Seoretary Seward to the
ailnir most olearly showed.

Last evening we stood upon Chesnut streat
agaiv, and witnessed the weloome extended to
the man who, parhaps, more thoronghly than
any other represents the popular opposition to
Avdrew Johnson and his unconstitutional
policy. What a contrast | What an ovation
to Sheridan! As far as the eye could reash
the etreets were thronged with enthusiastic
thousands, and then, as the Hero of Winches-
ter, and of Five Forks, and of New Orloans
rode by, gracefully bowing to the people,
whiat cheers and shouts and the voice of a
great multitnde, as the sound of many
walers ! It was a reosption whioch, aside
from its peculiar political aignifioance, any
man might well have besn proud of, but
taken as the emphatio endorsement of (ienaral
Sheridan, and the no less emphatio condemnn-
tion of Andrew Johnson, by the citizens of this
great city of nearly a million of inhabitants, it
must have been especially grateful to the
former, and cught to be profoundly significant
to the latter. The people honor General Sheri-
dan because he is the noble representative
of a principle; they despise Andrew Johnson
because he has proved a traitor to that prin-
ciple. The President has sought to striks
down and disgrace this gallant soldier, this
wise and moderate ruler; but the people heap
honor and blessing upon the man who told the
truth in regard to the New Orleans massacre,
and who pronounced the anathema of a fer-
vent loyalty npon the made-to-order “‘opinion”
of a facile Attorney-CGeneral—his “broad and
maondamized road for fraud and perjuty to
travel on."

The contrast is one which pnblic men may
well lay to heart. The people cannot be easily
deceived. They will stand by any man who
stands firm and troe to a great prinoiple, while
no eminence of position, no empty protesta-
tions of devotion to the Constitution, can
cover up treachery or make it anything less
than odious and ahhorred.

The State of our City Finances.
A Frw days since we published our views on
the present condition of the finances of our
city. All the facts there stated were taken
from the official tabular statement of the as-
sets and liabilitivs, as fornished by tha City
Controller. Of conrse we could not personally
know anything about the varions itemsa ap-
pearing on the books of the Controller, and
were obliged te rely entirely on the published
estimates. From these estimates it appeared
that the rate of taxation for 1568 was really an
inorease over that for the present year; and
determined, as we always have been, to place
any faot of public interest in the true light be-
fore our readers, we did not hesitate to call
attention to the increase. Our frank confes-
gion of the fact, as set forth by the tabular es-
timates, has been republished in all the Demo-
cratic jonrnals, and nged as an electionsering
dooument against the Republican party.

We have now, however, to disappoint
our ocontemporaries who have 80
eagerly seized wupon the ‘‘admissions”

of a “‘radical paper,"” and make & correotion,
By a clerical error in the official statement, we
find that all onr deductions wera wrong. In
adding up the ‘‘total appropristions for 1867,"
which, according to the table, amount to
856,862,208, the trifling sum of §2,200,000
annual interest on our city loans was omitted;
go that, in order to get the correct statement
of the expenditures for 1847, that sum has
been counted in, Thus the total is made to
reach 87,562,203, In the estimated expenses
for 1868, the interest is couvted in the original
snmmiog vp of the Controller, which makes
it reach 27,389,743, or a decrease of $172,460-52
over the expeunses of 1867; so that, instead
of so large an inorease as was anticipated a
few days ngo, it appears that we will expend
nearly §200,000 less, As our Demooratic con-
temporaries did us the honor to republish oar
first article, we hope justioe will induce them
to do likewise with our correction,
